W. C. Van Homo, vice-president and 
general manager of the Canadian Pacific 
railway, arrived on tho Yosemite last even- 
ing and registered tit the Driard. To a 
representative of The Colonist the fa- 
mous railway manager extended a pleas- 
ant welcome. 

With regard bo freight rates, Mr. Van 
Home said that a new tariff of rates 
would be issued in a few days which 
would, he thought, meet with approval. 
It was not their desire to inllict hardship 
on any community, but rather by foster- 
ing the industries peculiar to each pro- 
vince to thus build it up, and in doing so 
make trade for themselves. As an in- 
stance, the freight rate on British Colum- 
bia lumber was mentioned, which was 
placed tit, a figure below what it actually 
cost to haul it to the markets east of the 
mountains. Fishermen and fruit growers 
were also asked to quote their own rates 
on the freight they desired to ship. In 
Manitoba they carried coal to Winnipeg 
at a similar low charge, This loss had to 
be made up and a profit earned by the 
toad in order to pay the $3,000,000 in- 
terest on the bolide of the company. 
Great care had been ttikon in preparing 
tariffs to make the higher charge upon ar- 
On" h'ohalf I t ' u ' es which would not be generally felt. 
Mi" Ham- ' )r - v n""d s » f«»i instance, w hich the well- 
to-do class of people used were in the first- 
class rates, and an extra dollar per hundred 
on this class would probably add one cent 
per yard I o the cost, an increase which would 
not bo not iced. Cottons and prints which 
were universally used, were in the third 
class of the tariff. In every instance pre- 
caution was taken to so arrange the tariff 
as to foster the trade of the country and 
increase the population. Local passenger 
ratos in British Columbia had been lower- 
ed to five cents per mile, and the new 
tariff would be found very favorable to tho 
province. Freight rates to Victoria from 
the east were the same as those to Van- 
couver, and similar to those to Portland 
and San Francisco with the water route 
added, so that she was in precisely the 
same position as any city on the Pacific 
coast. Mr. \ an Home could not under- 
stand why such a feeling of hostility 
should exist in Victoria .against the C. P. 
R. There certainly was no cause for it. 
TIIK CHINA STEAMERS. 
Being queried as to whether the Abys- 
sinia, now on her way from Hongkong, 
would call at Victoria, Mr. Van Home 
was not aware whether they 



ttld or not. The C. P. P.. had no more 
control over the line than they had over 
the Pacific Const Steamship Co. The 
steamers were chartered by Adamson, 
Hall'^'> Co., of London, Eng., and wore 
altogether under their control. If the 
Abyssinia had Victoria freight the pro- 
bability was that she would call, provided 
there was suliicietit depth of water for the 
vessel to land at the outer wharf. He 
understood the Abyssinia to be a vessel 
of about 5,000 tons, and that she would 
draw about, 25 feet of water. So soon as 
the C. P. R. had their own steamers con- 
structed and running there was no ques- 
tion but that they would call at Victoria. 
THE WINNIPEG AFFAIR. 
On the question being put as to whether 
the throat to remove the workshops from 
Winnipeg would be carried out if they 
persisted in building the road to connect 
with the Northern Pacific, Mr.Van Home 
said it certainly would. Manitoba, after 
the construction of the 0. P. F?. , bad said 
to the railway company: "Now, you have 
a monopoly, and for the purpose of open- 
ing up the country you will require to 
build branch lines." The company thought 
so and built lines here and there, and 
pretty generally met the needs of the pro- 
vince. The Winnipegers had no more 
to ask from the C. P. R. and bad now 
turned over in favor of tho Northern 
Pacific. The latter had built a branch 
to Benton, Mont., to get even 
with Hill, and as they wore near 
the boundary they saw the chance 
for retaliating on the C. P. R. for inter- 
fering with its Puget Sound and Portland 
trade. Overtures had been made from 
the Northern Pacific to withdraw from 
British Columbia if they would leave 
Puget Sound, but the C. P. R. had en- 
tered the field and wero going to remain 
there. If Winnipeg persisted in 
building to the boundary, tho manu- 
facturing shops would be removed, 
and established at Fort William on 
Lake Superior, and at a point east of tho 
Rockies. This would be more advantag- 
eous for the company as they would then 
be 1000 miles apart, whereas now tho 
shops for manufacturing were 1500 miles 
from one another. The company had the 
same right to protect itself as a private 
concern and if Manitoba .persisted in 
throwing stones tit them by bringing in a 
rival to Winnipeg it would bo the aim of 
the company to build up other points 
which would be more loyal to them. The 
C. P. R. had but to enter into an agree- 
ment with the Northern Pacific and leave 
the Sound trade, when the latter would 
desert Winnipeg and leave British Columbia 
when Victoria would have to take their rates. 
The tight of the C. P. R. was the light of 
Victoria to a great, extent , and tho latter 
should accord the railway a better support 
than that at present. 

THE RAILWAY LINK. 

Mr. Van Home said although consider- 
able difficulty had been experienced in the 
mountains, yet thoy were satisfied with 
the results. They had not bad so many 
trains delayed as the Northern Pacific, 
and had found out their weak points. 
Tho operation the past winter was to a 
certain extent experimental. During the 
coming summer t hoy were going to con- 
struct additional snow sheds, so that the 
delays during tho next winter would be 
light, They had constructed them on a 
very substantial principle, and their cost 
was about §70 per foot, It was fully ex- 
pected that tho additional sheds to be 
erected this year would fully protect tho 
line from extended delays. 

Tho Vice-President's t rip to the coast 
is of a general character. He will remain 
in Victoria until to-night.

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THE TOWN JESTER. 

Our jocose evening contemporary may 
always bo relied on to ridicule everything 
which tends to assist in the development 
of the city of which he .s a resident. If 
he ever docs say a word m Victoria's 
favor it is so halt-hearb d as to lead to the 
impression that it i: most reluctantly 
dragged out of him. .'he Chinese steam- 
ers are a case iti poil t. It has been 
boasted in a portion of the mainland 
press that the Abyssinia and her sister 
steamers would give Victoria the go-by 
and the rumor has been circulated through- 
out the city, emanating from a very high 
source. YY'e g.ive a i jason, an incontro- 
vertible reason, why the Chinese steam- 
ers should call at this port (one that our 
facetious contemporary probably kno.v 
nothing about), and that was because 
Vancouver was not a port of registry and 
consequently the Chinese could not land 
there, and that this being such a port the 
Abyssinia would lie obliged to come 
here to land her Mongolian passengers. 
Our statement could not be denied, but 
from it our contemporary makes insinua- 
tions which are quite worthy of him. Of 
course, he displays his usual ignorance 
and that lack of truthfulness which wo 
have always predicted would eventually 
lead him into trouble. Ho must know- 
that the Mongolians who are coming to 
Victoria will come anyway, whether the 
steamers touch here or not. Ill empha- 
sizing our previous articles on the ne- 
cessity of the steamers calling here from 
a business and general standpoint, wo 
have acted in the best interests of the 
city in whoso progress we are bound up 
by showing that legally they are com- 
pelled to do so. (bice the Abyssinia 
tou3hes here we need have no fears of 
the rest following in her wake. It is 
regrettable that our contemporary should 
for some reason or other, which at present 
we cannot divine, be so blinded by preju- 
dice as to jost in his own silly way over a 
matter which affocts the gravest and most 
vital interests of Victoria. 

BLAKE'S RESIGNATION. 

It is at last announced that the Hon. 
Edward Blake Ims definitely resigned the 
leadership of the li. form party. This ac- 
tion on his part is no doubt a carefully 
considered one. Just prior to the meet- 
ing of the house it will be remembered 
that he addressed a "private and confi- 
dential" letter to his supporters announc- 
ing that he was obliged to resign the hon- 
orable position to which they had ap- 
pointed him, and that he was finally pre- 
vailed upon by his followers, to reconsider 
his resolution! It was then arranged that 
to lighten his labors he should bo assisted 
by representative members «>f his party 
from each of the provinces, Mr. Wat- 
son, the only liberal elected at the last 
genoral elections in the Northwest terri- 
tories or British Columbia, keeping his 
party of one in lino and attending to the 
varied interests of that large section of 
country. This scheme has not apparently 
worked satisfactorily and the debates of 
the Commons show us that Mr. Blake 
has as usual been obliged to perform the 
lion's share of the work. In the nature 
of things such a division of labor could 
not be expected to result successfully as 
far as the Opposition is concerned. It is 
differont with the government. Sir .John 
speaks for his party on great ques- 
tions not affecting the details of (he 
various departments, which after all em- 
brace the work of the House. The dif- 
ferent ministers attend to these and in 
this way a satisfactory division of labor is 
attained, allowing the Premier a compara- 
tive cessation from really hard work. 
Mr. Blake has, as his friends well know, 
long ago grown weary of active political 
life, 'lie" has only ' occupied the high 
place he has so long and, wo may add, 
worthily tilled through the pressure 
brought to bear upon him by his party 
and the exigencies of the case. Fighting 
an always losing battle, does not tend to 
make one satisfied w ill his environment, 
and it is quite generally understood that 
Mr. Blake is very sensitive on the ques- 
tion of the last general < lections, lie re- 
proaches bin self to son o extent with the 
disaster which fell upon his party. Never 
had they a better show for victory, since 
various circumstances ionspired to lead 
them to believe the p t-su of the people 
was beating with them. What with Riel- 
ism rampant in Quobno, secession raising 
its hideous features in Nova Scotia, the an- 
tagonism of the government's onco power- 
ful newspaper organ in Ontario, hostile 
local governments in Quebec, New Bruns- 
wick and Nova Scotia, and the countless 
other causes which tondod to load the 
Liberal party to believe that victory was 
perched on their banners, they may be 
perhaps, excused for that vain-glory which 
was characteristic of them prior to the 
22nd day of February last. The per- 
sistency with Which they hoped against 
hope with that famous majority of "o»u 
still ringing in our ears evidenced the 
great surprise with which tlioy vtewod 
the triumphant return to power of the 



Old Chief and the Liberal-Conservative 
party. No wonder that Mr. lllake 
felt sore over liis crushing defeat 
and attributed the result in some measure 
to himself. But after all ho did his bust, 
tie worked with all his might for his party 
and his eloquent voice was raised night 
after night throughout Ontario. The 
strain upon his mental and physical oner 
gios must have been very great indeed 
and his endurance was really remarkable. 
His change of base on the Protection 
question in the now celebrated Malvern 
speech was certainly calculated to do him 
injury, but the source of his defeat must 
be looked for from other than his own in- 
dividual failures. The great cause was 
the fact that his party had no policy to 
place before the people, no scheme to of- 
fer them showing n broad statesmanlike 
grasp, which as an alternative to that of- 
fered them by the liberal-conservative 
party appealed to their reason and their 
patriotism. Without any delined policy 
they went to the country, and without any 
party cohesion since they preached one 
doctrine in the Maritime provinces, 
another in Quebec and quite a different 
one in Ontario, and under such circum- 
stances they could not fail to follow a 
losing game. Here was the real cause of 
their failure to convert the electors to 
their own way of thinking. With 
belief in Protection and in a 
powerful party which has shown its faith 
in tho future of this Dominion, the people 
could not do otherwise than lend them 
that powerful endorsation which retains 
them in the control of the destinies of 
Canada for another term of oilice. 

Mr. Blake is personally a gentleman of 
the most unimpeachable character, and 
intellectually one of the most gifted men 
in Canada. Mo has failed, however, so 
far to show any great political foresight 
or any of the qualities which go to make 
up the successful statesman. In retiring 
from the hurly-burly of political life he 
will find a better field for the exercise of 
his abilities in the profession of which he 
is so distinguished an ornament and as a 
special pleader without a peer. Only a 
genuine regret can be felt by both politi- 
cal parties that he is incapacitated by ill- 
ness from further discharging the duties 
of leader of Her Majesty's loyal opposi- 
tion, and the hope will be generally ox- 
pressed that in the quiet of private life he 
may soon bo restored ti» good health. Who 
will succeed him f Who is there to suc- 
ceed him ( Sir diehard Cartwright is tho 
only figure in view at present, and he will 
hardly be successful in leading a party, 
many of the members of which are not in 
the fullest accord with him. lie will 
never be a leader of men.

A GOOD MEASURE. 

Dalton McCarthy, one of the ablest 
men in parliament, although pretty much 
taken up with Ins law practice, usually 
finds time to bring forward each session a 
usual bill of sonic hind or another. For 
two years he fought for tho establishment 
of a court of railway commissioners which 
led to tho appointment of a royal com- 
mission to enquire into the subject of rail- 
way rates. This year he comes forward 
with a hill for the protection of railway 
employes. It provides, first, that on every 
line of railway in the Dominion fcho 'frogs 
shall he tilled wjth piicK.ll)g, and secondly, 
that there shall lie on the roofs of all box 
freight cars running hoards at least thirty 
inches wide. These hoards are to he 
rather longer than the car, AmI there is to 
be placed along them a tiffing or chain 
supported by uprights two feet high and 
sttong enough to bear the veightof a man. 
The third provision is that the oil cups 
for the oiling of locomotives shall he with- 
in the cab. The bill protects three classes 
of railway men from accidents to which 
they are liable, the yardman from being 
caught, in frogH, the brakeman from being 
swept off the top of the car and the engine 
driver and stoker from the danger incurred 
in oiling up while the locomotive is in 
motion. Where an accident occurs in 
consequence of non-compliance with the 
act the railway company shall he liable to 
a suit for damages, anil the injured party 
shall recover not more than tho equivalent 
of his estimated earnings during the five 
years preceding the in jury of a person in 
the same grade of employment. All suits 
must be entered within three months of 
the accident. 

REVISION OF VOTERS' LISTS. 

The government's hill proposing to sus- 
pend the revision of the Dominion voters' 
lists this year will effect a saving of a 
quarter of a million dollars. Probably 
not a member of the house but what was 
glad to see the proposal made. Tho op- 
position, though willing lo save the ex- 
pense, ob jected to the arrangement on the 
ground that the lists are imperfect now 
and that they will become still more 
so as time progresses. This being 
the case, it is claimed that the bye- 
elections must he fought on defective 
and unfair lists. Several members inti- 
mated that many of the revisers have al- 
ready commenced the work of revision 
and that they (the members) have been 
put to expense in the protection of their 
interests. lion. Mr. Thompson stated 
that tho revisers are to be notified at once 
not to proceed with their labors.

Addresses tin KiithiislnsMu Audience Ht New 
York— He Deals Largely With Lansdowne 
uud Canada. 

New Yokk, Juno 2.— After dining in 
private William O'Brien was conducted 
to tlio Academy of Music, where a must 
enthusiastic recaption awaited hiriii • The 
auditorium was packed to its utmost capa- 
city. Mayor Hewitt, Mr. Grace and 
other prominent citizens occupied seats 
on the Stage, which was decked with in- 
tertwined BngliSh and Irish Hags. As 
soon as O'Brien nppeared-a -storm of ap- 
plause arose and lasted for several min- 
utes. 

On being introduced by the chairman, 
O'Brien spoke feelingly of the extraordin- 
ary extent, to which American sympathy 
had been stirred by events in Canada. 
Lansdowne, he said, had been a more suc- 
cessful apostle for Ireland and the Irish 
than they could ever be. They could 
only tell tales of his deeds in Ireland, but 
these deeds and Lansdowne's mobs had 
told the tale all over the world. Tlio 
horrible momonts spent in Canada by the 
speaker live lightly in his memory when 
he remembers that those momenta have 
illustrated the true characteristics of 
Lansdowne as first displayed in the tor- 
riblo evictions perpetrated in Ireland. 
Lonsdowne has said everything he can 
through the press and O'Brien beliovos 
that tho most bitter partisans dare iiot 
stand up and say that Lansdowne has de- 
nied his charges. 

Referring to .John Bright's letter, read 
in Birmingham, O'Brien said: "I regret 
that his life is ended in bitter winter rather 
than in the glorious sunset in which Mr. 
Gladstone is ending. Bright disapproves 
of my mission in the same breath in which 
he c>dls Gladstone a traitor. [Shame.] 1 
am not sorry to bo in such company." 
[Loud applause.] "Lansdowne," said the 
speaker, "not satisfied with being damned 
as a landlord, has added to his guilt that 
of instigator of crime and outrage. IIo 
knew that an outrage was to be perpe- 
trated by some 'gentlemen' volunteers, 
who behaved so gallantly at the battle 
of Ridgeway. [Laughter.] Four hundred 
of these, with their side-arms on, were of 
the mob who tried in the dark at King- 
ston to murder us. I charge Lansdowne 
hero to-night with that crime. He ans- 
wered our demand for free speech with 
revolver shots. 1 venture to think wo 
shall not hear for some time to come from 
London aboiv} Parnollism and crime, and, 
by the way, 1 shall have something to say 
about Lansdowne and crime. 

Tho representatives of tlio American 
press, he said, were literally and truly 
saviors of himself and his party. Tho 
mob would have trampled them to death 
had it not been for this powerful protec- 
tion. Mr. O'Brien devoted some time to 
an explanation of the condition of affairs 
in Ireland, etc., and was followed by Kil- 
bride and others. 

Letters of regret were received and 
read from ex-Senator Conkling, ex-Gov- 
ernor Hoadley, lien. Hill and Archbishop 
Corrigan.A resolution was adopted de- 
nouncing in forcible tonus Lord Lans- 
downe and the Canadian outrages against 
O'Brien. They further declare the sym- 
pathy of the entire people with Ireland 
in tho struggle for home rule. 



The total amount contributed by the

Church of .Japan it was decided that all the 
churches in Japan should unite for the 
purpose of extending tho field of their la- 
bors.

It is reported that the Corean govern- 
ment has concluded a contract with 
Messrs. Meyer & Co. for three iron steam- 
ers. It is also said that Mr. Stripling, one 
of the commissioners of customs, has 
started out to tind a favorable place on the 
northwest coast for a new harbor.

Washington, Juno '2. — Information 
has been received at the treasury depart- 
ment that its recent circulars forbidding 
tho admission qf teams of work animals 
for temporary use on the frontier will 
seriously all'ect the immigration of farmers 
from adjacent Canadian territory. It is 
represented that the practice has been for 
farmers desiring to settle in this country 
to bund such of their teams and tackle 
for breaking ground, erecting houses, 
planting, etc. 'The farmers then return 
to Canada in the fall to dispose of their 
crops and property in that country, and 
subsequently come back to the United 
States with their families and effects as 
immigrants. Assistant Secretary May- 
nard has instructed collectors of customs 
to discontinue bonding their teams and 
vehicles on the tirsr arrival, and in lieu 
thereof to allow persons from Canada, 
who produce satisfactory proofs to show 
that they are bona fide immigrants, to 
bring with them, when first arriving to 
take up farms, their teams, tackle, etc., 
free of entry, and also on their return 
from Canada with their families, to ad- 
mit free of duty their teams, tackle, etc., 
and thus accord them full privileges under 
the law, the several arrivals in such cases 
being considered as continuous acts of im- 
migration. 

THE ORIENT. 

Hongkong dates to May 6th and from 
Yokohama to May 13th, give tho follow- 
ing news: 

CHINA. 

Chinese capitalists are said to lie taking 
away business of the foreign banks at 
Foochow by lending at an extraordinarily 
low rate of interest, t lie rate being given 
as from 7-10 to 9-10 of 1 per cent, per 
month. 

British residents at Anioy have resolved 
to erect an hospital of one ward capable 
of accommodating six foreign patients 
suffering from epidemic diseases, in com 
memoration of the queen's jubilee. 

The prospectus of the new Chinese rail- 
way company lias been issued. No olli- 
cials aro to be concerned in its manage- 
ment, which is looked upon as a hopeful 
sign. 

News has been received from Yunnan 
that there has boon much popular opposi- 
tion to tho erection of the telegraph wire 
at Ta-ting-fu, where some of the native 
workmen have been wounded and the 
foreign constructor threatened. 

The Chinese have declined to subscribe 
the money for the new railway, as they 
mistrust the promoters, and the C.miptoir 
d'Eseoinpte de Paris has contracted to 
loud the Chinese government 11,000,000 
taels for this purpose. 

Chinese troops have been stationed in 
forco at Shing-King or Monkden, Turkes- 
tan. 

There has been a marked decrease in 
the number of Chinese arrivals from San 
Francisco of late. ( In the othor hand, 
tho departures have boon especially nu- 
merous— -over five thousand and it is ap- 
parent that the Chinese fear that the new 
treaty being negotiated by Minister Den- 
by will curtail some of their privileges. 
They are, therefore, hurrying forward to 
get into the States before the door is 
locked. 

Russian traders who went on a pros- 
pecting expedition to Thibet last, winter 
have opened a shop there, and are dis- 
posing of tho wares they brought with 
thorn. English traders from India wore 
refused admission to tho country. 

JAPAN. 

It is stated that there have boon twelve 
cases of cholera in various parts of the 
empire this spring. 

The total capital of eight railways that 
have recently received or applied for offi- 
cial sanction in Japan, amounts to 19,- 
725,000 yen, and there are more looming 
in the near distance.

contingency still higher prices for steam 
coal are predicted. As far as quality is
